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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-13, 95 and 96 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sunnen-US Patent # 3,496,758. As to claims 1 and 95, 
Sunnen discloses a bore gauge setting fixture including contact means (anvil 58 
and adapter 100 with shaft 122) for measuring ends (20/40) of instrument to be 
calibrated (gauge 12), first/second surface(66/42), see col. 2, lines 71 et seq and 
figs. 1-5. Further, Sunnen does not disclose an adapter element, per se. 
However, Sunnen does disclose pedestal 52 with adjustable anvil 58 in bore 60 
with set screw 62 which is designed to receive and support an end of the gauge 
based on its profile where the pedestal includes groove (formed by ledge 84 and 
platform 78) which forms passage for end 20 of the gauge extending toward and 
against contact surface 66. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to have designated the 
pedestal with its various elements as an adapter element since it performs the 
functions of the adapter element as disclosed. As to claim 2, note fixed block 
(anvil 58 fixed with set screw 62a). As to claim 3, note mobile block (shaft 122) 
supports the other end via member 100. As to claim 4, note fig. 1 and 2 showing 
horizontal alignment of pedestals 52/54. As to claim 5, note knurled knob 126 as 
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a means for driving. As to claim 6, note clamping member 102 which guides. As 
to claim 7, note guide shaft 104. As to claim 8, note fixed mounting block 
(platform 78 or pedestal 54). As to claim 9, note fig. 1 depiction. As to claim 10, 
note knurling 124 as a means for driving. As to claims 11-12, note drive shaft 
122 with threading within sleeve 1 18 for rotation. As to claim 13, note knurl knob 
126 or micrometer 120 for controlling. As to claim 96, note mounting means 
(base 50). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claims 1-13, 95 and 96 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. In claim 1 , on 
lines 13-15, "the respective end" lacks clear antecedent basis. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-13, 95 and 96 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. It is noted 
that Applicant has incorporated non-elected limitations of claim 27 as well as 
new language into claim 1 such that a new ground of rejection is applicable due 
to the amendment.
